The Journal des Debats mentions singu- 
lar expurimonts mmlo by Prof. Vi'tnuiiil 
and oth'-'ia of raris, upun a i)aliunt who 
had swallowed a quunlity ;of acitl, and 
•whose tosophagus was entirely closed iu 
consequence. To supply him with food 
they were forced to cue an apetture di- 
rectly into his atotuuch. 'i'ho operation 
was Buccoi-Biully mailc, and the patient, 
who otborwiso is uutiroly well, has ever 
since been reoeiviug nutriment through a 
rubber tube fitted into the opening. The 
food is reduced to an eusiiy digestiblu 
form, such as broth, or liucly cuopped 
meats and vogotablos, and is forced 
through the tabu witb a small pump. All 
oommuuicution between tuu mouth and 
the stomach has cea&ed. The oppor- 
tunity presented by this romarkublo 
case for scieniilic invontigatiou an ex- 
:. periment has . been turned to account. 
Prof. Charles Richet states that ho found 
that meat, fat, and vegetables were digest- 
ed by the patiouL iu three to four hours. 
The digestion of milk was complete with- 
in two hours, while water and alcohol dis- 
appeared iu less than throe-quarterB of an 
hour. Food is not taken up by degrees, 
tbo'Volame of a meal remaiaiog ^^ia; ttio 
etomaob without material alteration until 
near the closo of the digestive operatiou, 
and then disappearing entirely in a few 
minutes, leaving oul^ a few undigested 
morsels visible. Valuable and interest- 
ing information is expected from tbe - ob> 
aervations yet to be made in this case. 

By some uiiaccountable mistalie, Dr. 
Ephraim M, Epstein, of Cincinnati, 
caused the doaLh of his little son, aged 
3^ years. Ho drove to ii drug store, 
and from hia buggy ordered "a'lx. 
grains of sulphate of morphine," 
-ffhich was supplied to bim and p.rp- 
: perly labelled. With his mind occu- 
pied by other matters ho returned 
home, and, laboring under the delus- 
ion that he had purchased quinine, 
administered thiee grains of tbe drug 
to the sick child, boon the mistake 
was discovered and physicians were 
summoned. The child rallied under 
the treatment, and was- supposed to 
be out of danger until Tuesday •morn- 
ing, when a relapse occurred, and, with 
an unliuished prtiycr on bia Hps, tbe 
little sufferer died. ' . '

THE PEOVINCIAL CREDIT. 

■What WGB the rate at whioli British Col. 
umbia bonds were hold in tbo London 
money market during Anto-Oonfoderation 
days ? Is thero a British Columbian who 
can state tho quotations ? Wo refer to a 
file of the Times of 18G9 aud 1870 and dis- 

■ cover that in all probability the bonds 
■were not saleublo. ■Wherever and when- 
ever tho words "Colony of British .Col- 
umbia debenturoa" appears in the Monoy 

article there is along ; signifying 

that thero were no transaotionb— that tho 
bonds were unsaleable and consequently 
of little value. In 1868 there was a salo 
recorded of a few thousand pounds woith 
of Columbia debentures at 88; but tho 
purchaser did not repeat the oxpurimont 
and probably dinappeared from tho Stock 
Exchange immediutoly afterwards— a vic- 
tim of misplaced confidence or bad judg- 
ment. The record before us ^jroves, if 
anything, thut tho credit of tho Proviiioo 
before Confederation was at a low ebb. 
With a whito population barely number- 
ing ten thousand, Saddled ..with a 
debt of §1,200,000; with a civil list that 
required §152.798 to pay it; with revenue 
(proper) that aggregated §492,965, out of 
which only $02,500 could bo spared for 
roads, utreeta and bridges, and other per- 
manent improvements, whiJo upwards of 
$186,000 wont to meet the interest and 
sinking fund of monoy borrowed, how 

■ could prosjjerity bo looked for ? It wore 
stupid to expect a shrowd liugli-ih capital- 
ist to invest iu bonds so poorly baL-ked «,s 
wore ours excopt at so much per reiua as 

• waste paper! Upon the Confederation of 
British Oojiimbia with Canada the Provin- 
cial debt assumed by the Dominion, 
and the Province relieved of a burthen 
which was crnshiug its life out,and which 
must have presently resulted in its being 
depopulateii by all save aborigines and 

' Crown oflicinls, the latter of wtioiu could 
only havo colleota<.l their sulariea from 
the Indians by levying on the furs 
and skinsitfi^^D'iQ'the obase.''^. .With Oca-, 
federation the Province started even with 
tho world and the McCreight Ministry 
left office, after a term of one ye ir, ./ith a 
surplus of §100,000 to their credit. The 
DeOosmos-'Walkem Govorumont speedily 
dieaipated the surplus and a financial 
policy was inaugurated which launched 
tho country upon a career of extravagance 
and reoklessnp»B. It has required tho 
most careful aiansgoniuut on tho part of 
their successors to avert tho ealiimities 
thraateuod as the result. The DeCosmos- 
>Yalkem Government triud to administer 
the Government, build roads and 
bridges and perfect other improvements 
on a Movel principle. They inaugurated 
the most important public works, bought 
machinery and cement for a dry dock, and 
gave out a contract for a §50,000 colTerdam 
before they negotiated for the pur- 
oham of :a site, and played, other fantastic 
trids'witb money advanced by the Cana- 
dian Government, agreeing that the 
money so advanced should bo deducted 

' from the annual subsidy derived;; from 
that GoTernment. t^o provide fb> this 
depletion of subsidy no meafls were pro- 
vided; no taxo9.w«re'proposed or leried. 
The country was sin^ply asked to expend 
its capital. "After us the deluge," ex- 
claimed Madame Pompiidour to her royal 
lover. "Alter ua bankruptcy and ruin," 
exclaimed the model ministry of which 
we write. To meet certain ox])onsus it 

' was deemed ris'cessary to ask the House to 
authorize a temporary loan of §300,000; 
but it was found impossible ,to raise, that 
amount either in Victoria or London. 
Why ? Because shrewd capitalists saw 
that the inroads that wore being made 
into the capital of the Province were not 
repaired by enlarging or increasing tho 
sources of revenue. The Province pro- 
posed to expend £000,000, and no meaiifl 
had been provided for replacing tho 
amount; consequently the Provinno .-itoix: 
in the oyes of tho moneyed world us f 
.spendthrift, begging for a loan after he 
had squandered his patrimony. Briefly, 
the Province asked for a loan after it bad 
destroyed the only security it had to oflfer. 
Low as was the credit of the old Colony 
before Confederation we doubt if it was 
evbr so low as during the period of Pro- 
vincial existence of which wo write. To 
raiso funds to pay their salaries and 
travelling expenses (the latter no small 
item, for tho Ministers wore over junket 
iug at public expense) thoy pawned 
debentures issued under tho Act 
authorizing tho temi)orary lor.;i of .S3(J0,- 
OOO at 87% conta on the dollar, 
and at an illegal rate of interest (8 
per cent.,) tho debentures being sub- 
ject to forfeiture at tho expiration 
of the time for which thoy were pawned 
if not redeemed before. 

Such wero a few of tho difTicuHies with 
which the Elliott Oovernment had to 
grapple upon assuming the reins; but this 

■ :was notall. To the surprise and obagrin 
of the country it was discovered that not 
content with pawning the debentures 
tho annual sub.sitly due from Canada was 
"in soak" as security for advances, and hea- 
vy paynieulB were coining duo on diydock 
and roiid account, which there were no 
funds to meet. The criminal blunders of 
their predecessors the Elli.jtt Qovoi'nment 
had to repair by inaugurafing a system of 
taxation which, wbilu it roaches all cla^seH, 
bears heavily on none. To still furtlier 
redeem tho public credit and lift it from 
the slougli into which it had been cast, 
they introduced at tho last sosaiou an Act 
to create a loan of XI TjO 000, bearing in- 
terest at six, per cent, The Act met with 
bitter atid malitjuant opposition in tho 
House. Tho most doloful predictions 
as to tho failure of the loan wore indulg- 

• ed in. But tho sound financial ijolicy of 
the Government has triumphed ovor all 
obstacles. That policy has been pro- 
nounced sound and good \»y English cap- 
italiijte. Bonds tliac hud to bo pawned at 
87 /i by tho previous (Jovornment and 
bore interest at 8 per cent. Iiavo been 
placed on tho London market at 00 and 
boar only 6 per cent, interest. To-d»iy 
we havo tbo intense gratification of an- 
nouncing that British Golumbm's baitds 
st'uul hirjher in lln; Kn'jlisli monr;/ innrkct 
than Ihosi: <if iinij other /Irilish I'mriiici: or 
Colony, and higlifr thun iwiy /orei'/ii s/ork 
except that 0/ tht! (IhI/mI Stiilrs. Tlio quo- 
totiona on Hoptembei' 4th were:— Uuiloil 
States, () por cent., J073i ; Canada, G por 
cent., 102;^; British Columbia, 10614. 

Tho fucth wo havo givon above are irre- 
•fatablo. The present Government found 
the credit of tho Provinoo in a most des- 



perate state: an«l by skillful management 
aod the exercise of good judgment thoy 
havo raised it to a position that every Bri- 
tish Columbian ought to feel proud to 
contemplate. Thoy liaVo fought a Lard 
fight against vindictive, unpatriotic and 
powerful foes; but thoy have won, and can 
now exclnim with tho poot — 

"It iB not victory to wlu tlio tlold, 
UulcRfi wo miikc our cuoniiuH to yield 
Norj to mir juBtluo tlian mir force; "ani 60 
AH well inutruct aa oyerconie our foe." 

UNDER A SEVERE PENALTY. 



• Victoria is threatened with ostinotion 
and annihilation if sho does not quickly 
succumb to tho dictum of tho Mainland 
Guardiati and oease to express her views 
as to tho proper place for tho western ter- 
minus of the railway. "Dr. ' Tolniio's 
maunderings" and tho "sensational itom« 
of Tni! CoiiONisT" will sattlo tho hash of 
the Islanders if thoso authorities bo not 
immediately bonneted and repudiated by 
the property-holders of Victoria. Tho 
question of the' terininus, we are told, has 
been settled in favor of Biirrard Inlet 
and if tho worthy doctor arid "The 
CoLOKiST continue to haver, Yif- 
toria will bo "stripped of evoryihing 
which now makes her the most important 
city iu British Columbia." Groat (_'ioaar! 
" Stripped," and winter coming on. 
U-g-g-h 1 to think of Victoria scudding 
before the ..wintry blasts.undev bare poles, 
without her regular TTlster. " If tho Vic- 
torians aro wise," writes tho Guaniian, 
"they will say no nioio aliout railway or 
terminus, except iu connection with Jjur- 
rard i nlet," under tho terrible- penalty of 
being "atrippod." In farther considering 
the subject the OuardUm is persuaded, 
nay oonvinoed, that the proper place for 
tho seat of Government is at Burrard In- 
let whore it would be "safe from all at- 
tacks." Was it. not tho GiumliaiL that a 
few weeks ago dangled bi^'fore tho eyes of 
H.M. squadron Burrard Inlet as a ".■•iifu" 
placo to hide iu case of war? (as though a 
British sailor would hide from any dau- 
gor, real or imaginary,): -and uoV the 
satne paper ofifers the Inlet as a place of 
refuge for the Government to sneak oil' to 
and leave tho bulk of tho population and 
wealth of tho Province to the tender mor- 
cios of what it is pleased to term "an on- 
omy's guns," instead of remaining to fauo 
the danger. No doubt, in case of war 
Barrardv^Jnlet would .bo comparatively 
safe from attack, separated as it is from 
the Island, as the Quardum remarks, by 
" a stormy gulf " which tho enemy's ships 
might hosifato to navigate; but if it prov 
od a good place to hide in, it would also 
be an excellent port to stay in; because 
with its rail-communication with tho in- 
terior in constant danger of boi uc; dostrov- 
od and its sea-approaches enfiladed bv 
guns planted on the San Juan Jjroup, there 
would be no golfing iu ox out until ptaco 
had been made. In that sense Burrard 
Inlet would indeed be a " safe " , harbu 
Wo are told, a little furtheif on^ that any 
fortifications on Sun ,Tuan would beau act 
of supererogatiou on the part of tho Unit- 
ed States." But Goverumeuta do not hes- 
itate at acts of supererogation. We havo 
heard somo very eminent men declare that 
the holding of Gibraltar was an act of su- 
pererogation; because the Straits - of Qih 
raltar are fifteen miles across and nc 
guns can carry that dibtanoo, and because 
tho rock was origiiuilly a foreign possess 
ion. But Great Britain holds on to tho 
rock and will continue to do so aa long as 
sho is tho possessor of fleets that do not 
turn tail to an enemy to hide in ".safe" 
harbori.. (likflv Burrard lukt) till a 
" cruel war is over." Wo are naively told 
that a fortress at Cape Flattery would be 
far mure eil'octive than guns on San Juan, 
as it would "command the entrance to 
the Straits of Fuca and cut oflf allcomnm- 
nicktion." The alisnrdity of this propo- 
sition is best shown by the fact that no 
gun has' yet boon or ever will bo miido 
carry a ball from Capo Flaltoiy 
and rake a vessel seeking an onfrauco to 
the Straits of S;in Juan IJel Fuca from tho 
North. If the Guardian had proposed to 
establish a battery on tho submit of Mount 
Bakor and bombard Washington Territo- 
ry it would have boon as sensible as it.^ 
proposition to clos« the Straits of Fuca 
with guns fired from (~'apo Fiatlery. 

Tho battle of tl]i; routes in not yet ovor, 
although our l''rapor FiM-r contcnipeniry 
I'lintends that it is; and we have too much 
coulidenee in the publio men of Canada to 
iiuagino for a mbment'that they will fix 
on a torminuH across a "stormy gulf" 
(the (JiKirdiiui's own words) contiguous 
to American territory, to reach which ves- 
Bols must pass between American islands 
and under., American batteries at short 
range, white thoy havt a route that tra- 
versos the centre of the Province and can 
neither b» dentroyed iu time of wur nor 
havo its trade grasped by a furciKU lino in 
time of pcaoo. Wo have said this much 
under the penalty of being " stripped." 
We should say more if wo were not afraid 
of being flayed alive. 

THE PERILS OF TRAVEL. 

"Tourist's" letter in yesterday's iseuo 
has drawn forth "A Traveler," who re- 
lates with grapbio pen the . perils that bo- 
set a drive from Yale to Cariboo— perils 
other than those attributable to natural 
causes — perils that do not occur but aro 
vuulc. by caroloHs and iuiliireront inr)n,whu 
seem to yxy litllu herd to tli(! risks to 
\vhicl) they subject others Sf) long as their 
own oonifort or convenience bo notjoojmr- 
lized. Thero must or should be a law in 
oxistouco that, will reach a man who, in 
tho dead of night, stretches a ropo across 
a bridge ovor which a staKo-full of pas- 
sengers will shortly socik a way; or who, 
indififerent to the lis-cs and limbs of his 
fellowbeiugs, leaves his wagons and ani- 
mals standing in the middle of; a narrow 
road to overturn the first coach that may 
wish to uso the highway. Wo do not bi^- 
liove that tho offences coinplaintul of aro 
tlio result of heartlessnoHS or the prompt- 
ings of a villainous minr]. Wo iiro dis- 
posed to attributo tlioui io a sort of hap- 
jiy-go-lueky, don't-care disposition engen- 
dered by long immunity from accklont. 
But, whatever may ))0 the motives that 
prompt men to ])urauo a course that 
plac(.>H in je()par(ly tho lives and i)ro[)erfy 
of others, tho efl'oct may bo as disaslrou:'. 
as if the act was the outgrowth of nialico. 
Wo trust that tho lottor.sj that havo aj)- 
poiired (jn this subject will prove .miiIII- 
<:ioiit to check the evil, and that if thero 
bo in oxiatenco no law for the, protection 
of life ami limb on Ihe hi(,'Ii)'(iiul.'i that oue 
will bo paKsod forthwith.

The Perils of TraveL 



Editor CoTjOnist:— Tho thanks of tho 
traveling public aio duo to ii writer iu 
your issue of yesterday nioruiiig over tho 
signature of " TouriNt " for bringing be- 
fore the pnblio and the authorities tho 
gross neglect, not to sfvy culpable care- 
lessness, of parties using tbe oommon 
roads of the Province. The incident re- 
ferred to is but one of many acts of the 
teamsters on the (.'arii)oo road whicli tend 
to render travel (at all times dangerous) 
a thousand timo.s lunro so than it should 
bo. It seems as if these people do not 
think that dangers are not thick enough; 
they must take steps to increnso them. Iu 
riding, as I am compellod to do, onco or 
twice every year ovo.- the road alluded to, 
I have been appalled at their reckless 
carolestnoss. Now it is a wagon at tho 
foot of a hill, loaded bo that it cannot bo 
moved by hand-power, left there while 
the team has been taken perhaps a mile 
further on; the stage oonsequeutly must 
wait an hour or two or squeeze i.mst at tho 
risk of life and property. I have fat in 
terror while this thing has boon done a 
score of times, iA.gain, tho teams are 
turned out for tbe night.and wagons, bar- 
nos.s aud uinlos allowed fb staiid in their 
tracks. If tho Bta.ge (lomos u]) and tho 
squeeziujr process is ag.iin resorted to, 
tbe driver is not unfrequently luot with; 
" Oh! 1 did not look for you to-night or 
I would have hauled ot'l' to one side," just 
as if the hauling off would have been a 
favor to the driver, whereas the man was 
committing a trespass for which he ought 
to have been lined or imprisoned. What 
with farmers' irri;,MtiDg ditehe.s b,"iug run 
across tho road; striugs or ropes stretched 
to prevent straying cattle; u telegraph 
lino about tho horses' aura enough to 
frighten Satan himself; an occRsioual 
slide on.the;]rpad;-an Indian camped at 
the roadside who rises, throwing up Ida 
blankets just as the team approaches; and 
a thousand and one other irrcgahiritios 
that are permitted on that dangerous 
highAvay, traveling on that road is not a 
thing to be " hankered arter." But what 
astonishes me is tbe cool way in which tho 
proprietors'of the stago line look at the 
risks they cause their patrons to take. 
Tipglo}- - llian wliom no one has greater 
cau.'-o to regret tho continued oaroloisnc.-^s 
exhibited on tbat road — shrug.s his shoul- 
ders aud says it is not for him to ijuarrel 
with mon with' whom be must worlc for 
years. Mr. Barnard was heard to d(diver 
himself in this wise: " It is tho duty of 
the authorities; they know that these 
things are constantly occurring as well 
as wo do, and if conntablos are paid for 
any tiling it is for laying information, and 
not for us," I could < see on thei part , of 
both Mr. Barnard and Tingley a desire to 
shirk a duty they owo to tho:^o who pa- 
tronise thom. .Most certainly it is their 
duly to lay tho information and leave the 
rest to the law; and if they will not do so 
they may make up their minds to tho 
fact that an injured passenger has a gooil 
claim in lav.against them for damages.

A Lecture by A Spirit 

AVIiat tUe Immaterial Spealc«r had to any 

uf Thiiijfit III Udiiitrnl, 

(From tlici Now York World.) 

Tho spirit of tho lute Judfjo John 
W. lOdniunds deliverod a locturo at 
Everott Hall, .Brooklyn, last Gveuing, 
acqording to Mrs, Coral Y. BiQbmonil, 
the medium. "Spiritual Ijaws'aud 
Earthly GovGruinout" wfis tho title, 
but hardly ibo .subject of tho spirit's 
locturo, for, spirit-liko, it skipjied 
about from quo tlionio to uuoLber, aud 
thevo was hardly a question from 
w oman's rights to tbe relations of cap- 
ital and labor that the spirit did not 
discuss with more or loss ability. Mrs. 
Eicbinond wa.s gajly but oddly ap- 
imrollcd, and sbo looked so uoat nnd 
prim that there could bo no doubt the 
spirit was proud of her. While tho 
small choir was singing a doleful hymu 
with pmrib nccoinpaniment Mrs. Eicb- 
mond sat in a bowed position, bor 
forehead resting on bor band. When 
she <^ot up nud walked to the front of 
the platfijrin slio looked a little pale. 
Tbe spirit bad gone into her. 

Without being in the least frighten- 
ed by the noise of "a bigf drum that camo 
from an adjacent suiniucr garden, dp 
by tho ringing of the City Ha.II bell, 
tho spirit hAd forth vntb hardly a 
break or a pauae for uj)\vard of an hour. 
As tbe stylo of tho spirit changed from 
the pathetic or tbe sublime to the 
didactive or the argumentative Mrs. 
Richmond modulated her voice and 
nia(5o the proper gestures. When tho 
spirit required to be very theatrieal 
somo of her movomouts would liavo 
dono credit to u tragic actress. From 
beginning to end tbe apirifc was . very 
hard on politicians, Federal drid State, 
They wore dc'^cribod as a very bad lot 
— iudeed, so had tiiat tho spirits sel- 
dom bothered about thom, considering 
such work too low. There were some 
very high-minded statesmen to whom 
the spirits rendered great assistance, 
especially when they were engaged iu 
an effort to accomplish some great ro- 
iordi in government. A roiuarkablo 
instance of this kind, tho spirit said, 
was tbt' spirit aiding Abr/ihain Lin- 
coln, whom oven tho spirits call "tho 
lamented. " Earthly govemment -would 
never be perfect Until mortal men be- 
came better acquainted with the laws 
which govern the spirit world, '.rboao 
laws were like tho physical laws of this 
world, wliich were so iii'mntablo aud 
so diilicult to liud out aud properly 
understand. This spirit cautioned all 
pbilaiithropisls and refo'riners not to 
expect too much. To bring about a 
general reform took much time. It 
must come by degrees. aud with better 
education of tbe masses. The spirit 
spoke much of his great power over 
the material world, and if it had been 
an ordinary man speaking it would 
have been called bragging. "I have 
tho power of wholo armies. "NViien I 
was in the material world I bad power 
1:0 try and decide important questions 
of law, but tbat ia nothing compared 
with what I do now. 1 would not 
exchange my power as a spirit for all 
the authorities of all tlio judges and 
juries aud law-makers in your world." 
Tho judges who liavo*to sit iu the 
court-roouiK soinotimcs till after dark 
will be glad to hear that this spirit 
does not "hover around the judges 
benches." "Look not for mo in tho 
court-rooin nor in tlio legislative bails." 
it said; "rather seek lor ino in the dark 
cell, or behind the closet door, ornear 
tho bedside. Homet iiiios I do staud 
boliiud the judge's chair and soinetiiues 
1 glide past bim and whisper in his 
ear, iuspiviug him with knowledge 
how to decide au important case so as 
to do full justice. " 

Tho si>irit coiirirniGd one of the 
gramle.st tbeorios of the astronuiiiers 
by I'einurkiiig incidciitiill y io illiistviilo 
aoiriotliiug, that "the huh umves ou 
regularly iu bis course around another 
central sun." But one thing on which 
all astronomers are agreed, viz, , that 
this earth, as compared with the whole 
uiiivorso, is but a grain of sand ou tho 
sen-shore, seeiued to lie contradicted 
by the spirit. It always spoke of this 
world, which since tho time of Copor- 
niouQ has been supposed to bo such a 
littlo one, as being very large, and as 
the only one tho spirit knew anything 
of. It Hpoko of Asia as tho ■'Orient" 
and America as tl.'e "Occident;" of the

lesl, of tho spirits, and altogether soem- 
cd to be having a very good time.
